In the servile, kept newspapers of this state widespread 
publicity has been given to the heartless ultimatum of owners 
of the Mother Lode and other gold mines centering in and 
near Jackson, Amador county, in which they recently noti- 
fied the, miners, who are out on strike, that unless they 
surrender by deserting their union and go back to work by a 
near date of this month that the mines will be closed forever. 

On the face of it this is a pure bluff for the simple reason 
that if the labor movement of this country, especially of 
California, resolves to support the miners indefinitely in their 
strike and succeeds in preventing the owners from opening 
their mines with strikebreakers, then it will be just a matter 
of time when the owners will change their present attitude for 
the simple reason that no matter how anxious they may be 
to break up the miners’ union they will not forever refrain 
from making the huge profits they could be making right 


now by granting the demands of the miners and reopening | 


under an agreement with the miners’ union. 


The mine owners have been assuming the old attitude | 


of “nothing to arbitrate,” i

October Ist. They have appealed to the NRA to intervene

Here are a few facts that enter into this case: Years ago 
when the price of gold was going down in terms of nearly 
everything else the miners listened to the plea of the mine 
owners and submitted to a cut in wages of fifty cents a day 


and later another cut of like amount. Then when the tide | 
turned the former wages were restored but when the price of | 


gold started skyrocketing until the gold in a twenty-dollar 
gold piece become worth $35.00 no -additional raises were 


allowed to the miners, who had obligingly submitted to cuts, 


when the gold prices were down and tumbling. 

Now prices of food are up and apparently going higher 
and despite the fact that the gold mine owners are getting 
$35.00 where they received only $20.00 before, they refuse to 
give the miners any of this increase. In other words gold 
miners are supposed to be so dumb that they will consent to 


share losses with their employers and then go without any | 


share of the gains in more prosperous days. 

If the administrators of the Recovery Act can find no 
ground on which to invoke the Recovery act in the present 
case then that act is self-confessedly one of the most inade- 
quate and unjust pieces of legislation we have. The authorities 
in charge of its enforcement are disgracing themselves and 
the government and completely discrediting the Recovery 
act itself by assuming such an attitude towards striking gold 
miners. If they really believe what they are saying they 


should resign forthwith and request that the Recovery act be | 
stowed away in the archives of ancient and modern nonsense. | 
So much for the NRA. But what is Merriam and his| 


incoming legislature going to do about the ultimatum of the | 


mine owners threatening to close their mines forever? What 
is the United States Government going to do about it and 
what will the incoming Congress do about it? This is too 
serious a matter to sit idly by and do nothing. If constituted 
authority will not do anything in a case like this then that 
authority is impotent and useless and should be replaced at 


the earliest possible moment by a new authority, possessed | 


of a new viewpoint, which both sees and finds ways to remedy 


such injustices, as are being enacted against the gold miners | 


at Jackson in order that they, too, may get a “New Deal” 
and a square deal. 


In the meantime let all local unions heed the appeal of | 


the California State Federation of Labor published elsewhere 


in this issue, to send aid at once to the striking miners at 
Jackson. 


Unless those now in control are capable of getting it into 


their minds and their hearts to help promote a genuine recov- 
ery plan, which will provide real opportunties to each and 
every citizen of the land, who is capable of doing useful and 


necessary labor, then the only remaining alternative will be | 
for the masses of the people, themselves to organize both | 
politically and economically, and take unto themselves such 


measure of control as will be required to carry out a sensible 


re-construction program in which humanity will be given 
precedence over profiteers.

We found among our belongings a 
few days ago, a booklet published 
and copyrighted in 1914 by Ann- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., entitled, ‘Epoch 
Marking Events of American His- 
tory,” containing a series of pictures 
from original paintings by O. E. 
Berninghaus depicting early histor- 
ical events of American conquests. 
The discovery in 1541 of the Missis- 
;sippi River by Hernando De Soto, 
Spanish nobleman, Jacques Mar- 
quette, French Jesuit missionary who 
explored the same river a century 


later, the founding of St. Louis on 
February 14th, 1764, by Pierre 


LaClede and party, Lewis and Clark 
starting on their expedition in 1814, 
General John Fremont, who led five 
different expeditions across the 
American continent, beginning the 
first trip in 1842, also a_ beautiful 
reproduction of that famous old river 
i“boat” the Robt. E. Lee which com- 
peted in that never-to-be-forgotten 
race with the also famous “boat” 
Natchez, 1200 miles up the Missis- 
sippi with, as the story is told, a 
“darkie” tied on the safety valve, 
and using the upper structure of 
wood for “more fuel!”
